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OUR ORGANIZATION. 


The Vico AGRICULTURAL SocikrY having been re-organized under the laws 
of Indiana, on the Jorxv Stock PLAN, propose to make the Society both perma- 
nent and effective. To accomplish this, the Directors have provided for the issuc 
of four hundred (400) shares of stock, at twenty-five (25) dollars each share, the 
sume to be divided out amongst those engaged in Agriculture, Horticulture and 
ihe Mechanie Arts, and to such others of our citizens ns desire to cherish those 
great industrial interests. The present law of the General Assembly, organizing 
Agricultural Societies, makes shares in such societies $25. 

The Society has already disposed of about 230 shares, leaving 170 yet unap- 
propriuted. These shares are now subject to purchase by those who may apply 
forthem. The law also limits the society to the sale of 400 shares, or $10,000, and 
no more can be issued by the Directors. It is desirable, therefore, that those who 
desire an interest in the operations of the Vigo Agricultural Society should apply 
for shares without delay. Messrs. John Weir of Honey-Creek, Joseph Gil- 
bert of Harrison, and C. W. Barbour of Sugar-Creck. will receive subscriptions to 
the stock of the Society, and issue certificates for the same. For the convenience 
of parties who may visit Terre-Haute, Thos. Dowling, at Canal Office in Dowling 
Hall, will also receive subscriptions. 

The members of the Vico AGRICULTURAL SociETY are happy to announce 
that the Fair Grounds near Terre-Iuute are now under its exclusive control, with 
the splendid improvements made under its direction, and in its name, to accom- 
modate the FIFTEENTH STATE Farr, held in 1867, the most successful one ever 
held in Indiana. These improvements embrace every thing that could be desired, 
—upwards of seventy-five acres enclosed—n half mile and FULL MILE TRACK, 
placed in the finest possible order—FLoRAL, MECHANICAL, AGRICULTURAL, FINE 
ART and other HArrs—one hundred stalls for Cattle, und more than one hundred 
stalis for Horses—pens for any number of Hogs, Sheep, &c., &c.; in fact, every 
thing that can make those who bring stock as comfortable as they could be made 
on their own farms. There are, on the grounds, a never-failing supply of pure 
water, with pumps placed at convenient points, adjacent to the horse and cxttle 
stalls. There is also in front of the time-track, and overlooking every foot of the 
same, a splendid AMPHITHEATRE, capable of seating 1500 persons, where ladies, 
children and others can have a clear view of the horses as they make their cen- 
tests for the purses of the Society.

This Society shall be called “The Vigo Agricultural Society."

Sxc. 8: It shall be the duty of the Directors to elect a Delegate to attend the 
meeting of the State Board, and prcsent the report. 


ARTICLE III. 


Sec. Ist. This Society shall hold its regular annual meeting on the second 
Saturday in January, for the purpose of eleeting twelve Directors and reeciving the 
annual reports of the officers. The President may at any time call a meeting of 
the Society by order of the Directors. 

Sxc. 2. “Any person owiüg a share of stock shall be a member of this Socie- 
ty; and any person owning not less than one share of stock, paid up, shall 
De entitled to one vote for each share of paid up stock to the number of ten 
shares, and no more. 

Src. 3. Any person subscribing one or more shares of stock, and failing for 
three months to pay out at least one share, or any person owning one or more shares 
and failing for thirty days to pay any assessment ordered by the Directors 
on the stock subscribed, shall forfeit to the Society all stock subseribed and un- 
paid, at the option of the Directors. 

Sec. 4. It shall be the duty of the Secretary to provide x book, in which he 
shall enter the names of the owners of stock and the number of shares of cach 
person set opposite his name, showing the number of shares subscribed and number 
of shares paid up and assessments paid on shares; and no sale or transfer of any 
share, or interest in the same shall be valid or confer any rights on the purchaser as 
a member of the society, until such transfer has been entered by the Secretary on 
said book; und the Seeretary may require other proof of transfer than the signa- 
ture of the former owner on the certifiente, when the signature is not known. 


ARTICLE IV. 


See. lst. The Society shall hold n Fair annually, between the first of Septem- 
her und the first of November, and such others as may be deemed nvisable. 

SEC. 2. The Directors shall appoint a sufficient number of awarding commit- 
tees of not less than three persons each, for judging of the different articles offered 
in competition, and awarding premiums for the same. The committee, in all eases, 
to be governed by the rules nnd regulations of the society. 


ARTICLE V. 


Src. Ist. The Directors shall enact a set of Rules and Regulations for their gov- 
ernment, not inconsistent with this Constitution. 


ARTICLE VI. 


This Constitution may be amended by a majority of the members present at a 
regular meeting of the Society.

and kind of labor employed; rotation and average yicld of crops; a general state- 
ment of his farm operations for 1867 and 1868, showi ing profits and losses on par- 
ticular crops and products of the year. 

The Committee in their award should consider that cultivation best adapted to 
keeping up or increasing the fertility of the soil, of the first importance; profit, the 
second; convenience, néatness, and order, not only on the farm, but about the house, 
yards, barns , garden, and everything else appertaining to it, third.

1. When a majority of the Judges on any section nre present, they shall con- 
stitute a quorum, and be authorized to award premiums, and the first on the list 
of those present shall be chairman. The Judges if not satisfied as to the regular- 
ity of the entry will apply to the Secretary for information. 

2. A premium will not be awarded when the article is not worthy, though there 
be no competition. 

3. The Judges on Animals will have regard lo symmetry, early maturity, size 
und general characteristics of the breed which they judge. They will make prop- 
er allowance for age, feeding. &e., but will not give encouragement to over-fed ani- 
mals in breeding classes. 

4. No premiums will be awarded to barren females shown in breeding classes. 

5. The Judges on Fat Cattle will require ali cattle in this class to be weighed ;

6. When Horses are entered to compete in classes, testing their speed and

The standard authority in all cases of Pedigrees of Cattle shall be the English 
and American Herd Book, and for Horses, the English and American Stud-
